Rush County Sheriff’s Office contacted the KBI for assistance with this investigation at 

approximately 2:10 p.m. KBI agents and the Crime Scene Response team responded. 

 

Randa’s vehicle is missing. Randa owns a black 2006 GMC Envoy with Kan. plate 463HAE. 

The front grill guard is chrome in color. Law Enforcement is requesting the public’s assistance.
